I should have been just before being 
generous—tbat it was not just to loan 
the money belonging to depositors un- 
less upon satisfactory security. This I 
admit. But who was to determine what 
was or what would prove to be satss- 
factory security? The circumstances 
attending the transactions at the time 
could only determine that.. People 
about Reno, asa rule, do not possess 
government bonds, nor farms, nor 
mills, nor printing presses, and if they 
want a modest accommodation at the 
bank they give such security as they 
possess, sometimes only their honor, 
and it remaius to be seen which class of 
securities will yield most to the credi- 
tors. The result of all this is that the 
bank bas loaned some $200,000 to the 
people of Washoe county, mostly se- 
cured by mortgages or collatterais— 
some loaned on notes with indorsement 
of persons considered good at time of 


county generally, turned out disas- 
trously. The lodge lost all it put in, 
some $7,000, and the bank would lose 
if the property is sold at forced sale, 
perhaps $10,000. Could anybody have 
foreseen this result or could anybody 
have escaped the consequent loss? 
Another enterprise entered upon with 
a desire on our part as in the othor case 
to build up and improve the town in 
which we all have our homes, resulted 
not so badly, as the property is worth 
the money invested, but tied up money 
indirectly that could have been used to 
better purpose.
